Winter sports—skiing, coasting and 
skating—are coming into their own 
among both young and old in the ru­ 
ral sections of this part of the state. 
Winter time is play time for the boys 
and girls on the farms since farm 
duties are less arduous than in sum­ 
mer. 
The snow has 
been 
heavy 
enough to bring excellent coasting 
and skiing and the cold sufficiently 
intense to turn the mill ponds into 
smooth skating surfaces. 
Coasting is not confined solely to I 
I sleds for the ingenuity of the boys I 
and girls is as keen as was that of 
I their parents and not infrequently a 
coaster may be seen dashing down a 
hill on a sheaf of wheat, a forkful of 
hay 
a little corn fodder. 
Scoop 
shovels also are used to break the 
monotony, 
Use Butter Howl 
But the real thrill in coasting comes 
in the use of a butter bowl, one of 
the large round wooden bowls in which | 
the farm er’s wife works the butter 
(after it comes from the churn. 
It is 
i declared a descent down a steep grade 
! in one of these bowls has more thrills i 
J to the second than a roller coaster in 
(a thunderstorm. 
As the bowl starts 
downward it begins to spin and as 
it cannot be steered 
the 
occupant 
trusts to luck to avoid a spill and to 
reach the bottom of the decline safe­ 
ly. 
Tile housewife naturally does 
j not look with favor upon this use of 
I the bowl and not infrequently the 
I coaster gets another thrill upon ar­ 
riving home, although of a different 
nature. 
Hills most favored by the coasters 
are the double ones making it possible 
to go down one and part way up the 
other, eliminating much of the dis­ 
tance otherwise necessary to walk. 


Coasting through a woodlot also gives 
plenty of action for quick work in

A magnificent gift from the Orient 
in the form of a silk Persian rug 
reproducing one of his most famous 
cartoons has just been received by 
George McManus, creator of “Bring­ 
ing Up Father,” as a Christmas pres­ 
ent from Adil Ahmad Khan, a Persian 
noble and art connoisseur. “Bringing 
Up Father” is published daily in The 
Times. 
The rug is a reproduction of a 
cover drawn by 
Mr. McManus for 
newspaperman’s magazine in 1922, 
and is one of the most unusual speci­ 
mens of rug weaving ever made in the 
Orient. 
It is of silk, about six feet 
long by five feet wide, and was woven 
at the order of Ahmad Khan by the 
celebrated 
Abdul 
Hamid 
Koshany 
whose looms in Keshan have for thirty 
years produced the famous Kazansha 
silk rugs which are the envy of col­ 
lectors of modern Persian rugs every­ 
where. 
The Jiggs and Maggie rug was sent 
to Mr. McManus in token of a friend­ 
ship* between him and its donor which 
had its origin six years ago through a 
fugitive copy of the China Press which 
found its way into Teheran, the capital 
of Persia, with a camel caravan which 
had been sent with a consignment of 
art objects from Shanghai. 
“Bring­ 
ing Up Father” had just begun to ap­ 
peal in the China Press at that time 
and a Chinese merchant, whapping up 
a jade vase for the long journey to 
Persia, rolled it in several coverings 
of old newspapers before fastening it 
in the box in which it was to beicon- 
veved. One of the pieces of newspaper 
wrapping happened to be a discarded 
copy of the Chine. P r e ss. 
In due course the vase with its 
wrappings reached a wealthy Persian 
whose estates adjoin those of Ahmad 
Khan. 
News of the world filters 
slowly into Persia and the man who 
received the vase gave its newspaper 
wrappings due attention. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Manus’ cartoon captivated his fancy 
and he circulated it jubilantly among 
his friends. 
Ahmad 
Khan. whose 
flair for ar* is keen and universal, was 
so dtdighted with it that he wrote to 
the China Press for Mr. McManus’s 
American 
address and, u|>on receiv­ 
ing it, wrote in turn to Mr. McManus 
praising his wit and art and express­ 
ing the hope that they might meet 
comet ime. 
Ahmad Khan was educated at Ox­ 
ford, and visits London and Paris 


I every four or five years. 
His letter 
was the beginning of a correspondence 
between him and the artist which 
continued regularly for four years, or 
j until 1922 when they did meet in 
Paris and cemented their friendship. 
When they met Mr. McManus gave 
Ahmad Khan a number of his original 
cartoons, among them the one of 
which the rug has just reached him is 
a copy. 
Until he received a letter a 
, few days ago telling him that it was 
waiting for him at the New' York cus­ 
tom house he had no intimation what- 
1 ever that his cartoon was to be made 
over into the magnificent gift which 
has just reached him.

30x33 stitch, or a 
hand w’eave which requires the tying 
of 990 hand knots to the square inch, 
and two years of time by expert 
weavers have gone into its perfect 
weaving. 
Mr. McManus has been as­ 
sured that its dyes will hold their 
j colors for centuries, and that he may 
! expose it to strong sunlight indefinite­ 
ly without damaging 
its unrivalled 
colors or impairing its changeless 
lustre. 
The picture resign of the rug shows 
Maggie in court dress and with a long 
• crimson train walking in majesty up 
a flight of steps leading to the garden 
of a palace, her train upheld by two 
girl pages while Jiggs stands aside in 
old flannel shirt and trousers gazing 
with amazement at his wife’s entry 
into the precincts of privilege. 
The 
background of the picture is u special 
tribute to Mrs. McManus’s knowl­ 
edge and fine taste for it was she who 
suggested to her husband the scheme 
of castle, hill and forest which make 
up its composition. 
In the course of their world travels 
Mr. and Mrs. 
McManus 
have been 
given many beautiful 
art objects by 
friends whom 
they 
met in various 
countries and who, in presents press­ 
ed en them in leturn, expressed their 
delight over the 
cartoon pictures 
which Mr. McManus drew and left 
for them. 
But of all their trophies, 
though a1! are rare and 
beautiful, 
there is none that quite measures up, 
in magnificence and a token of friend­ 
ship, with the resplendent Jiggs and 
‘Maggie rug by Abdul Hamid Keshany 
of Keshan in distant Persia.

Black Numerals on 
W hite Background. 


Instead of 376 numbered highways 
in Pennsylvania aa in the past, all 
state highways have been grouped in­ 
to less than eighty through routes. 
Previously a new number had been as­ 
signed for each section between cities. 
Several of the new numbers for im­ 
portant cross-state highways were an­ 
nounced seme time ago by the state 
highway department. 
Now the de- 
partmmt announces the numbers for 
other road sections linked together to 
form a trans-Pennsylvania route, and 
make travel easier for motorists who 
enter the state on a highway of a 
certain number ami can follow that 
number all the way through the state. 
The markings will be black num­ 
erals on a white background, on five 
poles in every mile, excepting at cross 
loads, where each pole will be mark­ 
ed. 
An “R" or “L” below the inum- 
eral will indicate a turn to tile right 
or to the left immediately ahead. 
The numbers assigned to the main- 
t rave led through routes are:
